SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine entitled Hurricane of Lust 24 is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

This classification is based on the publication’s treatment of matters of sex. The 
publication consists of four photo-stories that explicitly depict sexual activity between 
male and female participants. It contains elements that degrade and dehumanise its 
female participants. These elements include its sustained focus on female genitalia 
(presented in close-up shots of genitals, and in shots of females splaying genitals for 
the camera), and on females whose genitals, breasts or faces are smeared with male 
ejaculate. The effect of these images is to present females as spectacles for the 
sexual arousal of the reader. This effect is partly mitigated by full body shots of 
females, and the focus on them as assertive in expressing their sexuality. These 
factors contribute to the females presenting more strongly as full persons, rather than 
simply as vehicles for male sexual arousal. 
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
